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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application discloses a communication method and transmitter comprising average power level 
calculation circuitry. A search of prior art has failed to disclose a transmitter comprising: 
"conversion circuitry for scaling said digital amplitude signal according to a first scale factor, 
converting the scaled digital amplitude signal for transmission to an analog amplitude signal, and 
scaling the analog amplitude signal according to a second scale factor; and control circuitry for 
complementarily varying said first and second scale factors according to said time-average 
power as disclosed in claims 1 and 7. The prior art also fails to disclose a communications 
method comprising the steps of "b) scaling said digital amplitude signal according to said time- 
average power; c) converting the scaled digital amplitude signal to an analog amplitude signal; d) 
scaling the analog amplitude signal according to said time-average power complementarily to the 
step (b); and e) transmitting the scaled analog amplitude signal" as disclosed in claims 12 and 15.
